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FOREWORD 


The  real  history  of  the  United  States  is  filled  with  the  personal 
records  of  many  families  whose  courage,  energy,  pioneering  spirit, 
thirst  for  knowledge  and  education,  and  their  deep-seated  belief  in  God 
have  transformed  a  wilderness  into  the  nation  we  know  today. 

The  Hobart  family  was  one  of  these.  Coming  to  this  country  from 
England  in  1633,  the  family  has  contributed  its  energies  and  courage  for 
almost  three  and  one-quarter  centuries  to  the  advancement  of  the  nation 
and  its  people.  Several  excellent  books  have  been  written  about  the  Hobart 
Family.  This  book  is  an  effort  to  reflect  in  a  small  way,  to  those  who 
follow,  the  contribution  made  by  the  ancestors  and  descendants  of  John 
Sullivan  Hobart. 

Much  of  the  early  history  of  the  Hobart  family  from  Edmund  to 
William  came  from  known  sources  which  are  available  in  historical 
society  libraries.  The  data  on  the  family  from  Wiliiam  Hobart  to  John 
.Sullivan  Hobart  came  largely  from  records  prepared  by  Mrs.  Mary 
Hobart  Seibert  and  sent  to  my  father,  and  by  John  Hobart  and  made 
available  to  me  by  his  son,  Blake  Hobart. 

The  history  of  John  Sullivan  Hobart  and  his  descendants  represents 
original  research  conducted  in  the  past  few  years.  In  this  connection  I  am 
deeply  indebted  to  many  descendants  of  John  Sullivan  Hobart  lor  their  aid 
and  assistance.  I  am  especially  indebted  to  Edward  A.  Seibert,  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  for  his  tireless  work  in  contacting  many  relatives  from  whom 
information  had  to  be  secured. 

In  places,  sufficient  data  is  lacking,  due  either  to  an  actual  lack  of 
information  or  to  a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  those  who  possessed  the 
information.  Thus  the  amount  of  space  given  to  an  individual  wras  many 
times  affected  by  the  amount  of  available  material. 

To  all  who  contributed  their  time  and  effort  to  this  venture,  I  give 
my  sincere  thanks.  A  reading  of  this  record  should  make  all  of  us  proud 
of  our  past  and  should  create  a  challenge  for  the  future.

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HOBART  GENEALOGY 


EDMUND  HOBART  TO  JOHN  SULLIVAN  HOBART 


Edmund  Hobart,  who  landed  in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  on 
May  3,  1633,  was  the  first  Hobart  in  America,  about  whom  there  is 
historical  record.  He  was  the  son  of  Henry  and  Dorothy  Ball  Hobart 
and  was  born  in  Hingham,  Norfolk  County,  England,  in  the  year  1570. 

He  married  Margaret  Dewey  on  September  7,  1600. 

Edmund  Hobart  lived  during  very  troubled  times.  The  non¬ 
conformists  in  England  were  subjected  to  fines  and  imprisonment  and 
some  left  England,  seeking  shelter  in  the  colonies  in  America.  Edmund 
Hobart,  at  the  age  of  63,  was  one  of  these.  He  left  old  Hingham, 

England,  with  his  wife  and  their  children  -  Rebecca,  Sarah  and  Joshua, 
and  their  servant,  Henry  Gibbs.  Settling  in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Charlestown.  In 
1633,  soon  after  his  arrival,  two  more  of  his  sons  -  Edmund,  Jr.  and 
wife,  and  Thomas  with  his  wife  and  three  children  -  came  to  Charlestown 
to  join  him.  On  March  4,  1634,  Edmund  Hobart  took  the  freeman's  oath 
and  was  appointed  a  constable  for  that  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Another  son.  Reverend  Peter  Hobart,  with  wife  and  four  children, 
arrived  in  Charlestown  from  England  on  June  8,  1635.  That  September, 
Edmund  Hobart,  with  his  sons  and  other  friends,  moved  to  Bear  Cove, 
a  new  place  about  twrelve  miles  south  of  Boston.  The  name  was  changed 
to  Hingham  after  Hingham,  England,  where  they  had  lived.  Here  he 
became  a  Commissioner  of  the  General  Court,  a  member  of  the 
Co  urt,  a  member  of  the  Committee  to  levy  taxes,  and  was  chosen  the 
representative  of  his  town  in  the  General  Court. 

Edmund  Hobart's  first  wife  died  in  Hingham  and  he  married  as 
his  second  wife,  Ann,  the  widow  of  Rev.  John  Lyford,  of  Plymouth, 
Massachusetts.  He  died  at  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  on  March  3,  1646 
and  his  wife,  Ann,  died  June  23,  1649. 

Probably  one  of  the  stimulating  forces  behind  the  Hobart  family 
move  to  the  new  world  was  Edmund's  son,  Peter  Hobart.  Born  in  1602 
at  Hingham,  England,  he  had  attended  grammar  school,  a  Free  School 
at  Lynn,  and  from  this  he  entered  Magdalen  College  at  Cambridge.  In 
1626  he  graduated  from  Cambridge  (B.A.  degree)  and  taught  a  grammar 
school.  While  thus  employed  he  lived  in  the  home  of  a  clergyman  of  the 
Established  Church,  who  though  not  friendly  to  his  Puritan  ideas,  some¬ 
times  engaged  young  Hobart  to  preach  for  him. 


-ohn  Sullivan  Hobart 
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In  1627  Peter  Hobart  was  ordained  a  minister  of  the  Gospel. 

In  1629  he  received  an  M.  A.  degree,  and  for  eight  years  or  more  he 
preached  in  several  towns  near  Cambridge.  He  identified  himself 
with  the  Puritans  and  came  in  for  some  persecution,  which  led  to 
his  decision  to  remove  to  America.  He  was  pastor  at  a  church  at 
Haverhill,  County  Norfolk,  England,  when  he  decided  to  go  to 
America. 

His  arrival  in  America  was  noted  by  the  following.  Among 
those  who  came  to  help  build  up  the  cause  of  Christianity  was  Peter 
Hobart  -  that  distinguished  friend  of  liberty."  Reverend  Peter 
Hobart  was  the  first  Minister  of  the  First  Church  (Congregational) 
at  Hingham,  Massachusetts.  A  tablet  in  Hingham,  Massachusetts 
in  this  First  Church  reads,  "Educated  at  Cambridge  University, 
Lecturer  and  Preacher  in  English  Parishes,  he  emigrated  to 
America  in  1635  and  became  one  of  the  Founders  and  First  Minister 
of  this  free  Plantation.  Leader  in  religious  and  civil  affairs, 
courageous  champion  of  the  rights  of  man,  for  forty-three  years 
Preacher  of  the  Word  of  God  on  this  far  edge  of  the  wilderness,  he 
walked  by  faith  and  left  upon  this  community  and  upon  new  England 
the  impress  of  his  high  ideal  of  reverent  freedom  which  endures  and 

shall  endure.  " 

Five  of  Peter  Hobart's  sons  were  educated  at  Harvard  College, 
of  whom  four  became  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  Hobart  College  at 
Geneva,  New  York,  was  named  after  a  descendant,  John  Henry 
Hobart,*  who  was  Bishop  of  New  York,  Another  descendant,  John 
Sloss  F  obart,  LLD,  a  graduate  of  Yale  College  in  1757,  was 
appointed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York  in  1777,  and  in  1788  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  State  Convention  which  ratified  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Many  of  his  descendants  fought  in 
the  Revolutionary  War  and  the  War  of  1812.  One  descendant 
Garrett  A.  Hooart  -  was  a  Vice  President  of  the  United  States.

I  EDMUND  HOBART,  son  of  Henry  Hobart  and  Dorothy  Ball  Hobart,  was  born  in 
Norfolk  County,  England,  in  1570  and  died  in  Hingham,  Massachusetts  on 
March  8,  1646.  On  September  7,  1600  he  married  Margaret  Dewey.  He  came 
to  America  with  his  wife,  three  children  and  a  servant  in  1633,.  landing  at 
Charlestown,  Massachusetts.  (Boston) 

In  1635  he  helped  to  found  Hingham,  Massachusetts.  His  first  wife  died  in 
Hingham,  Massachusetts,  and  he  married  Ann,  the  widow  of  Reverend  John 
Lyford,  of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts.

II  PETER  HOBART  ,  son  of  Edmund  Hobart  and  Margaret  Dewey  Hobart,  was 
born  in  Hingham,  England,  in  1602  and  died  in  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  on 
January  20,  1678.  He  married  first  Elizabeth  Ibrook,  daughter  of  Richard  and 
Margaret  Ibrook  in  1627.  She  died  in  December  1645.  His  second  wife  was 
Rebecca  Peck,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Rebecca  Clark  Peck,  whom  he  married 
in  1646.  She  died  on  September  9,  1692. 

Peter  Hobart  graduated  from  Magdalen  College  at  the  University  at  Cambridge, 
England,  in  1626  and  in  1627  was  ordained  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel.  He 
identified  himself  with  the  Puritans,  and  after  considerable  persecution,  came 
to  America  in  1635,  where  he  helped  found  Hingham,  Massachusetts.  Here  he 
organized  a  church  and  became  its  first  minister,  performing  these  duties 
until  his  d^ath  in  16  78.  Five  of  his  sons  (Joshua,  Jeremiah,  Gershom, 

Japhet  and  Nehemiah)  were  educated  at  Harvard  College.  Four  of  the  five 
(all  except  Japhet)  became  ministers  of  the  Gospel.

in  GERSHOM  HOBART,  son  of  Peter  Hobart  and  Elizabeth  Ibrook  Hobart,  was 
born  in  Hingham,"  Massachusetts,  in  December  1645  and  died  in  Groton, 
Massachusetts,  on  December  19,  1707.  On  April  26,  1675  he  married  Sarah 
Aldis,  daughter  of  John  Aldis  of  Dedham,  Massachusetts.  She  was  born  on 
June  9,  1652  and  died  April  14,  1712. 


Gershom  Hobart  was  graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1667.  For  several  years 
he  resided  in  Hingham,  but  when  the  people  of  Groton,  Massachusetts,  resettled 
the  place  in  the  spring  of  1678,  after  the  Indians  had  burned  the  town,  Mr. 
Hobart  accompanied  them.  He  was  made  the  "town's  minister  and  the  church 
officer"  and  was  officially  ordained  pastor  of  the  church  on  November  26,  1679. 
His  ministry  in  Groton  continued  until  January  1705  and  he  lived  there  until  his 
death.  The  record  of  his  children  is  incomplete.

IV  SHEBUEL  HOBART,  son  of  Rev.  Gershom  Hobart  and  Sarah  Aldis  Hobart,  was 
born  in  Groton,  Ma  ssachusetts,  on  September  16,  1682  and  died  in  Groton  in 
1764.  He  married  Martha  Prescott,  daughter  of  Jonas  Prescott  and  Mary 
Loker  Prescott  in  1714.  She  was  born  in  Groton,  Massachusetts,  on  February 
20,  1690  and  died  in  Groton  in  1774. 

Little  is  known  of  Shebuel  and  his  activities.  His  son,  Israel,  was  a  member  of 
the  Provincial  Congress  in  1775  and  a  representative  of  the  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  in  1782  and  1783.

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V  SHEBUEL  HOBART,  JR.,  son  of  Shebuel  Hobart  and  Martha  Prescott  Hobart, 
was  born  in  Groton,  Massachusetts,  on  September  29,  1715  and  died  in 
Westford,  Vermont,  on  September  30,  1805.  On  June  7,  1739  he  married 
Esther  Parker,  daughter  of  Phineas  Parker.  She  was  born  in  17  22  and  died 
on  November  20,  1789.  His  second  wife  was  Prudence  Parker,  widow  of 
Peter  Parker.  They  were  married  on  July  28,  1790.  Prudence  was  born  in 
1722  and  died  in  1803. 

Shebuel  Hobart,  Jr.  and  his  family  lived  in  Groton,  Massachusetts  until  about 
^751,  when  they  moved  to  Hollis,  New  Hampshire.  The  last  four  children 
were  born  in  Hollis.  Then  in  October  1804  he  moved  to  Westford,  Vermont, 
with  his  son,  Solomon,  and  his  son's  family.  He  was  buried  in  what  is  locally 
called  Hampshire  Corner  in  Westford,  Vermont.

VI  WILLIAM  HOBART ,  son  of  Shebuel  Hobart,  Jr.  and  Esther  Parker  Hobart, 
was  born  in  Groton,  Massachusetts,  on  June  16,  1742  and  died  on  July  28, 
1821  in  Windham,  Ohio.  On  November  10,  1768  he  married  Keziah  Brown  of 

Plymouth,  New  Hampshire.  She  was  born  December  23,  1749  and  died 
February  13,  1776.  His  second  wife  was  Sarah  Taylor,  whom  he  married  on 
September  19,  1776.  She  was  born  on  July  13,  1757  and  died  on  March  30, 
1831  at  Rrssell,  Ohio. 


William  Hobart  left  Hollis,  New  Hampshire,  about  1766  with  the  Plymouth 
Colony,  but  did  not  settle  with  them  at  Plymouth,  New  Hampshire.  Instead  he 
made  his  home  near  Campton,  New  Hampshire,  where  in  1  772  he  was  elected 
Surveyor  of  Highways  in  the  first  town  meeting  of  Campton.  Later  he  moved 
to  Thornton  Township,  New  Hampshire,  in  the  wild  heart  of  the  White 
Mountains.  From  here  he  probably  moved  to  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire, 
for  his  son,  Benjamin,  was  probably  born  near  Columbia,  Coos  County,  New 
Hampshire.  All  his  life  he  was  a  pioneer  whose  love  of  mountains,  forests 
and  adventure  kept  him  on  the  move. 


He  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  War  Army  as  a  private  in  1782  and  served 
until  1784  under  Captain  Senter  in  Colonel  Dearborn's  Regiment.  Also  he 
served  under  Captain  Ellis,  Captain  Isaac  Fry  and  Colonel  Reid  in  the  New 
Hampshire  line,  until  the  army  was  disbanded  and  he  v/as  discharged.  In 
18ia  while  living  in  Sharon,  Portage  County,  Ohio,  he  applied  for  and  was 
granted  a  Revolutionary  War  pension  which  he  continued  to  receive  until  his 
death.  A  son,  Abel,  was  the  great  grandfather  of  Garrett  A.  Hobart,  a  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States. 
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WILLIAM  HOBART  (Continued) 


About  the  year  1814,  although  over  70  years  of  age,  William  Hobart  and  his 
wife  and  family,  together  with  his  son  Benjamin  and  Benjamin's  family,  decided 
to  move  to  the  Western  Reserve  section  of  Ohio,  which  had  been  opened  up  for 
settlement.  They  made  the  long  trip  over  the  wilderness  trails  in  oxen-drawn 
covered  wagons  and  settled  in  Portage  County,  Ohio.  Most  of  William  Hobart's 
other  children  joined  them  in  Ohio  later  on.  His  daughter,  Phoebe,  married 
Jacob  Barrett  and  lived  in  Franconia,  New  Hampshire.  WTlliam  Hobart  lived 
in  Sharon,  Southington  and  Windham,  Ohio.

VII  BENJAMIN  HOBART,  son  of  William  Hobart  and  Sarah  Taylor  Hobart,  was 
probably  born  in  Columbia,  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire,  on  June  10,  177  7  at 
11  a.m.  and  died  in  Southington,  Ohio,  on  August  13,  1852.  He  married  Mary 
Wheeler  on  November  2,  1802..  She  was  born  in  Greenwich,  Hampshire 
County,  Massachusetts,  on  September  13,  1785  and  died  at  Nelson,  Ohio  on 
March  11,  1863. 


Between  1802  and  1813  the  family  lived  in  Grafton  County,  New  Hampshire,  at 
Littleton  and  at  Peeling,  w'hich  later  was  named  Woodstock.  About  1814  they 
were  living  in  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire,  at  or  near  Stewartstown. 

Benjamin  Hobart  was  a  captain  in  the  War  of  1812  and  about  1814  he  left  New 
Hampshire  with  his  family  and  his  father  (William)  and  family  for  the  Western 
Reserve  section  of  Ohio.  They  settled  in  Portage  County,  Ohio.  Here  he 
organized  a  militia  company  for  protection  against  the  Indians.  Little  is  known 
about  his  activities  during  those  early  days  in  Ohio.  In  1819  he  was  living  in 
Newbury,  Geauga  County,  Ohio,  and  purchased  100  acres  of  land  in  Portage 
County  just  over  the  Geauga  County  line  on  the  Cleveland- Warren  Road.  This 
farm  remained  in  the  Hobart  family  for  over  100  years.

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JOHN  SULLIVAN  HOBART  AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS 


VIII  JOHN  SULLIVAN  HOBART  was  born  on  November  25,  1806  in  Peeling,  (the 
name  was  later  changed  to  Woodstock)  Grafton  County,  New  Hampshire  and 
died  November  2,  1885  on  the  Hobart  farm  at  Nelson  Township,  Portage 
County,  Ohio.  He  was  the  son  of  Benjamin  Hobart  and  Mary  Wheeler  Hobart 
and  may  have  .been  named  after  John  Sullivan,  member  of  the  Continental 
Congress  and  Revolutionary  General  who  lived  and  practiced  law  in  Durham, 
New  Hampshire,  near  the  town  of  Peeling,  New  Hampshire. 

About  1814,  the  father  and  mother  of  John  Sullivan  Hobart,  with  their 
children  and  his  grandfather,  William  Hobart  and  family,  left  New 
Hampshire  for  the  Western  Reserve  section  of  Ohio.  Little  is  known  of 
this  long  trip  to  Ohio  or  the  reasons  for  it.  The  trip  was  made  by  ox-drawn 
wagons  over  wilderness  trails.  They  settled  somewhere  in  or  near  Portage 
County,  but  just  where  is  not  known.  Early  letters  from  Ohio  to  eastern 
relatives  came  from  Southington,  Windham  and  Nelson,  Ohio. 

The  early  records  of  Portage  County  show  that  the  first  transfer  of  land  in 
the  county  to  a  Hobart  was  on  March  23,  1819  (see  Exhibit  1)  when 
Benjamin  Hobart  of  Newbury,  Geauga  County,  Ohio,  purchased  100  acres  of 
land  from  an  Isaac  Mills  and  his  wife  for  the  sum  of  480  dollars.  This  was 
the  Hobart  farm,  which  remained  in  the  family  until  the  1920's  -  over  one 
hundred  years.  It  is  located  on  Route  422  on  what  is  known  as  the 
Cleveland- W arren  Road.  A  search  of  the  early  records  of  Geauga  County 
show  no  transfers  of  land  except  a  small  acreage  in  Geauga  County,  added  to 
the  Hobart  farm,  which  was  located  near  the  county  line  of  Portage  County, 
This  farm  later  passed  into  the  possession  of  John  Sullivan  Hobart.  All 
his  children  were  born  there. 

On  December  10,  1834  he  married  Margaret  Moore  at  Parkman,  Geauga 
County,  Ohio.  To  this  marriage  were  born  nine  children  -  seven  boys  and 
two  girls.  Margaret  Moore  was  born  on  March  12,  1818  in  Parkman, 

Geauga  County,  Ohio,  and  died  October  29,  1856  in  Nelson  Township, 

Portage  County,  Ohio.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Moore  and  Mary 
Donelson.  Thomas  Moore  probably  had  been  born  in  England  about  1779 
and  died  in  1835.  Mary  Donelson  was  of  Scotch-Irish  descent,  born  in  the 
north  of  Ireland,  and  came  to  this  country  with  her  parents.  She  had  one 
brother,  Thomas  Donelson. 

John  Sullivan  Hobart  married  his  second  wife,  Aurilla  Charity  Netterfield 
Alton,  on  March  1,  1858.  She  was  born  December  15,  1823  and  died 
April  3,  1907.  She  was  the  mother  of  the  three  youngest  children.  John 
Sullivan  Hobart  was  a  farmer  and  lived  on  the  Hobart  farm  on  the 
Cleveland- Warren  Road  (now  Route  422)  in  Portage  County,  Ohio.  All  the 
children  were  born  on  this  farm.  He  and  his  first  wife  and  Benjamin 
Hobart  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  a  little  cemetery  just  off  Route  422  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  from  the  Hobart  farm  toward  Southington,  Ohio.
